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THE SCHOUL QUESTION. 


Is Texation for School Purposes 
Fquitable ? 


Kditurs Constitution: In the last two ar- 
ticles of this series I advocated local tax- 
ation for school purposes, submitting, in 
the last,a scheme of taxation for the con- 
sideration of the people. It is not un- 
common to hear objection made to taxa- 
tion in any form for educational purposes. 
It is sometimes alleged that it is unjust 
to tax persons who have no children, to 
pay for the education of the children of 
others, and thatthe burden of a school 
tax is not, as a rule, proportioned to the 
personal benefits derived therefrom by 
the tax-payer ia the educational facilities 
provided for his childrer, | Hence, say 
the objectors, any kind of an educational! 
taxis wrong in principle, and unjust in 
its practical operation. It is not, sur- 
prising that an objection like this should 
be taken up and urged with considera- 
ble effect, in a condition of society like 
that now found throughout the southern 
states, where about one-half of the 
population own no taxable prup- 
erty. The objection is  plausibe 
and, on first presentation, strikes the 
mind with much force. I am fully con- 
vinced myself that it is not well taken, 
and I ask the attention of tae reader while 
I state briefly the reasons which have 
influenced me in arriving at that conclu- 


s10n, 

Has the objeetor ever thoughtfnlly 
considered the problem of taxation, for 
any purpose, inrelation to the equaliza- 
tion of its burdens? I doubt very much 
whetlier a tax has ever been levied which 
operated equally upon all the tax payeis 
It is onJy necessary to referto any tax 
act of the state of Georgia for evidence 
of the difficulty of the problem. The 
tax act for 1875 lies before me, and I find 
that every practitioner of law, medicine 
and dentistry is taxed ten dollars. The 
young lawyer struggling to gain foot-

not peculiar to the tax act of this year. 
like them, may be 
found in every tax act ever passed. They 
and the other examples given, show con- 
clusively that our legislators have never 
£uce in a a the burdens of 
overament, eed, I think they show 
urther, that the absolute equalization of 
these burdens is an impossibility. The 
light which they give us, however, should 
not discourage effort in that direction. It 
is the duty of legislators, and wil! always 
be the aim of wise legislators, to make 
these burdens as neatly equal as pos- 
sible, After the most honest and t 
directed efforts have been made, how- 
ever, inequality will still exist. Why 
we hear so much said about the inequal- 
ity of taxes levied for school purposes, 
and so little said about this inequality 
when taxes are assessed for other purpo- 
ses, isa matter somewhat difficult of 
explanation. What we procure with 
money realized from edncational taxes is 
certainly oc as much value as that which 
is obtained with the money raised by 
taxation for other purposes. The differ- 
ence in the lighisin which the twokinds 
of taxes are viewed does not, therefore, 
arise from the difference in the valne of 
what 1s procured by the money raised. 
The only explanation which occurs to 
me, then, is the fact that men have been 
accustomed to pay forthe education ef 
their childien with money taken directly 
from their pockets, instead of indirectly 
ibrough taxation, If I am tight in this 
explanation, Imust’ask these objectors 
from mere custom to leave the old ruts 
and to gowith me on aline of thought 
which, though not new in itself, may be 
new tothem. I think I can show that 
taxation for school purposes is not more 
unequal than taxation for other purpo-e’, 
and this is what 1 now propose to do. 

Most of the examples of taxation re- 
ferred to in what goes before, are defen- 
sible upon the ground of a sound public 
policy. We cannot live in a state of so 
ciety at all without the imposition of the 
taxes in some of the cases referred to, 
and in most of the others it is generally 
conceded that the interests of all citizens: 
indiscriminately, demand the levy, and 
the necessity is telt, in the one case, and 
the concession meade, inthe other, in full 
view ot the fact that the taxes when 
levied, must necessarily fall unequally 
upon the tax payers. Precisely on simi- 
lar grounds do I place the levyiog of 
taxes for the support of schools. Inthe 
sixth paper of this series, I demonstrated 
that, in the present condition of society 
in Georgia, good government cannot be 
secured without the general diffusion of 
education among the masses of the pco- 
ple. I conld detect no flaw in the argu- 
ment then made, and I refer the reader 
to it, that he may judge of its validity. 
If right in this argument, and I think I 
was right, I must ask every citizen to 
consider what is involved in the 
idea of good government. It 
includes the protection of life, 
liberty and property—every thing, in fact, 
which makes existence degirabie, or even 
tolerable. Are not all citizens as nearly 
equally interested in securing these ends, 
as they are in the objects secured by tax- 
ation for any other purpose, and does 
not the burden fall upon each with a 
weight as nearly proportioned to the 
amount of property owned by hin, 
as it does in the case of any other tax? 

Again, inthe seventh article of this 
series, I shewed, most conclusively as 1 
think, that the effect of the general diffu- 
sion of education would be to increase 
the productionness of labor. An increase 
the productionness of labor always in- 
creasesthe aggregate wealth of a state, 
and an increase of wealth invariably 
opens up new avenues tothe profitable 
investment of capital. In all these re- 
sults, every citizen is interested, and 
about in proportion to the amount of his 
property. Then, where is the greater 
unquality in levying a tax to bring about 
these results, than in Icvying taxes for 
other purposes? 

I will state further, that with the in- 
crease of educational facilities in a 
community or state, there always comes 
an influx of population, and wiih 
the influx of population, a cor- 
responding rise in the value of real 
estate. I can name a community in 
Georgia where property has advanced 
one hundred per cent in value within the 
last six years, in consequence of the és- 
tablishment of fine schools. What has 
thus been done for one little community 
would be done for the whole state by the 
judicious use of the same means. Can 
there, then, be anything wrong or un- 
equal in the imposition of atax upon a 
man, the direct effect of which is to in- 
crease the value of his property ? 

The whole of the argument of the pre- 
ceding portion of this paper has seemed 
to proceed upon the admission of the 
correctness of the popular impression 
that, when a tax is levied on property,all 
of the burden of the tax falls upon 
property holders. It has seemed so to 
proceed simply because that particular 
question was not raised. The writcr of 
this article has long known that there 
never Was a greater popular fallacy than 
the one referredto Ishall devote the 
remainder of this article to showing that 
in many cases, perhaps in a!! cases,when 

tax is levied, the burden 
diffuses itself throughout all 
classes of socicty, and ig borne by 
mauvy shoulders. In order to do this, I 
will select a few « xamples in which the 
diffusive character of the tax can readily 
be comprehended by the commonest un- 
derstanding. The legislature, for ia- 
stance, passes a Juw providing fora tax 
upon the stock in trade and general ef- 
fects of merchant:.

Every man of. them at 
once adds taxes tothe list. of incidental 
expenses, such as freights, insurance and 
house rents, put the whole sum of these 
incidentals on the prime cos! of his goods, 
and then prices his goods at such a per- 
centage on the final cost,thus ascertained, 
as shall insure him a_ living profit. 
Sel‘-protection requircs him to do thi.
